A fourth class of dirt- soot, dust, cobwebs, and the 
like-is brought into the home and deposited by air 
currents. It collects on mouldings, pictures, hangings, 
furniture, books, over doors, behind radiators, in 
registers and in all maccessible nooks and crani^ies 
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ET us now review the "old -fashioned" 
methods employed to remove all kinds of 
dirt.

Brooms, however, cause dust storms, rub dirt and 
dust into the carpetings and cause other damage. 

To remote clinging litter: The more lightly adhering 
kinds yield to brooms and carpet-sweepers— anJ mus- 
cle. But to remove the stubborn-clinging lint and 
threads you must stoop or crawl about on hands and 
knees, removing them by hand-pickmg. 

3 To dislodge destructi've, embedded grit: Pulling out the 

tacks from carpets and runners, lifting and carrying 
carpetings and rugs to the back porch or yard to be 
shaken and beaten, or sending them to the carpet- 
cleaners, is necessary. It means much moving about 
of heavy furniture. Beating out six months or a year s 
accumulation of dirt is a tiresome task easily slighted. 
Such rough handling also injures floor coverings by 
twisting them out of shape, by tearing the weave
